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Abstract. In the present checklist of the subfamily Anthiinae (Coleoptera: Carabidae) we summarize taxonomic 
data including synonyms, type localities and geographic distributions of all listed species described up to July 2013. 
The subfamily (or according to some authors “group of tribes“) includes in this work the following tribes: Anthiini 
Bonelli, 1813 (with two subtribes: Anthiina Bonelli, 1813 and Cypholobina Strohmeyer, 1928), Helluonini Hope, 
1838 (with two subtribes: Helluonina Hope, 1838 and Omphrina Jedlička, 1941) and Physocrotaphini Chaudoir, 
1863, together comprising 41 genera and 350 species. A new synonym is proposed: Termophilum marginatum 
(Latreille, 1823) syn. nov. of Termophilum sexmaculatum (Fabricius, 1787). 


INTRODUCTION 


The family Carabidae (Coleoptera: Adephaga) contains more than 35 000 species and is 
one of the most successful groups of beetles found in all geographic regions and environments 
with the exception of polar areas. 

After favorable responses to two catalogues (Broscini Hope, 1838 and Panagaeinae Hope, 
1838), we decided to continue publishing such catalogues and chose next to compile another 
subfamily, the Anthiinae Bonelli, 1813. The species of this subfamily inhabit mainly tropical 
regions (Afrotropical, Neotropical, Oriental and tropical part of Australia), but distributions 
of some representatives of the tribe Anthiini Bonelli, 1813 and Helluonini Hope, 1838 
(namely the genera Anthia, Colfax, Helluomorphoides and Macrocheilus) often extend into 
the Holarctic Region, with the highest diversity outside of the tropics recorded in the southern 
parts of Palearctic and Nearctic subregions. Representatives of the subtribe Helluonina Hope, 
1838 inhabit the entire continent of Australia. 

Some species of Anthiinae are alate (e.g. Physocrotaphini, some genera of Helluonini: 
Gigadema Thomson, 1859, Macrocheilus Hope, 1838, etc); some are apterous (e.g. most 
species of Anthiini Bonelli, 1813; some genera of Helluonini: Helluapterus Sloane 1914 or 
Helluarchus SLoane, 1914); most are nocturnal, and as most carabids are predaceous. Many 
species are feeding on termites (Anthia Weber, 1801, Netrodera Chaudoir, 1850, Termophilum 
Basilewsky, 1950). The most speciose genus is Macrocheilus Hope, 1838 represented in 
tropical regions of Africa and Asia (the catalogue lists 58 species). Currently the subfamily as 
a whole contains 350 species in 41 genera and three tribes (including 4 subtribes). 
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The system of catalogization is similar to the previous catalogue. Valid taxa are in boldface 
italics and names of authors are not abbreviated. Invalid names (synonyms, junior homonyms, 
etc.) are in standard italics. Names of generic and subgeneric taxa are in capitalized boldface 
italics, those of genera extended (e.g. CYCLOLOBA Chaudoir, 1850) and those of 
subgenera unextended (e.g. CYCLOLOBA s. str.). Names of species are ordered in species groups 
(if any have been proposed) with names of authors in parentheses or alphabetized (if no groups 
have been proposed). Following a species described in a genus different from the currently 
accepted combination, the generic name originally used is given in standard italics, and in case 
of a valid taxon the name of the describer is given in parentheses - e.g. villosa (Thunberg, 1806) 
Anthia (parentheses are not used with invalid names - e.g. decemsulcata Bonelli, 1813 Anthia). 
Geographic data are ordered from left to right as follows: continent or its part in boldface, 
usually further specified in north-south or east-west direction in standard type (e.g. with: s AF 
for countries of southern Africa), and then name of the country. Where the name of the country 
accompanying the type locality agrees with the currently recognized English name, it is given 
as a three-letter abbreviation (see the list of abbreviations). In case the name differs from that 
currently recognized (e.g. the country no longer exists or its name has changed or it does not 
exist in English), it is given in quotes followed by a three-letter abbreviation of the currently 
accepted name in brackets — e.g. “Congo-Belge“ [=DOC]. All geographic data accompanying 
the type locality in the species description are underlined, e.g. e AF: KEN, etc. This is followed 
by the name of a province or a region of non-administrative nature, e.g. e AF: TAN: Arusha 
Reg. or c AF: DOC: Orientale Prov., etc. The name of the holotype locality is followed (where 
available) by the elevation in meters or feet, GPS coordinates, paratype locality (one or more), 
its elevation and GPS coordinates, etc. (paratype localities are ordered alphabetically), and the 
information is supplemented in plain type by other known occurrences down to regions, to make 
the geographic distributions more complete — e.g. e AF: “Kobbo, dans le pays de Gallas-Raïas“ 
[=n ETI: Amhara Reg.: Kobo]; Afar Reg. means that the species is known only from Etiopia, 
Amhara region, the type locality is Kobo, but finds are known also from another region. 

Analogously with the previous catalogue, the listof three-letter abbreviations 1s substantially 
enlarged to include also provinces (regions) of the following countries: Argentina, Australia, 
Brazil, Canada, China, India, Mexico, Russia and USA. Maps are provided for Democratic 
Congo, Ethiopia, Madagascar, Mozambique, Namibia, Somalia, South Africa and Tanzania, 
whose administrative divisions have recently changed. 











Anthia promontorii (Péringuey, 1898) sn. Obst 1901 is an erroneous name recently treated 
as a synonym of Apristus promontorii (Péringuey, 1898) (Carabidae, Lebiini) sn. Mawdsley 
et al. 2011. 

Anthia tatumana White, 1846 (which is treated by websites Carabidae of the world 2007- 
2002 as “species incertae sedis“ in the genus Anthia Weber, 1801) is treated here according to 
notices of Methuen (1846) and Guérin-Méneville (1852) as a species of the genus Cypholoba 
Chaudoir, 1850 near the caillaudi/macilenta group. 

Creagris bechuanus Péringuey, 1910 is a synonym (preoccupied name) for Cueta trivirgata 
(Gerstaecker, 1885) (Neuroptera, Myrmeleontidae). 

Helluo pygmaeus Dejean, 1826 is treated now (sn. Le Conte 1851) as Thalpius Le Conte, 
1851 (Carabidae, Dryptinae, Zuphiini). 
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“We suspect that Termophilum desertorum (Thomson, 1859b) is conspecific with T. babaulti 
(Benard, 1921a). If so, Thomson’s name would have priority. In any case, the 7: biguttatum 
species group (Häckel sn. Obst 1901b) needs to be revised.
